You bet.

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Because I know who it is. 

Yeah, it was a good cover wasn't it. 

God damm right it was. 

I don't know if you understand this Al, hut I believe.. 
You see, I've been following, I've fought this ever 
since the beginning, that I had thought for about a 
month and a half now - I said to myself, man, I know -

. The Carlos Marcellos trial was that day, 

that was the day the decision was handed down. Now 
you tell me where a man could have a better explanation 
of his presense than being with a FBI agent - he was 
with two of them. Do you talk about covers Mr. Hall?

Well, the poem is "Lights of the City" - you may want 
to remember this - I'm not going to give you the whole 
poem cause I don't remember it, but a couple of lines 
that I think are important in our case, and they say 
to me and I think to Kennedy what a man is in the 
world for. The lines are these: 

"For I have promises to keep/and miles to go before 
I sleep" 

And in your way, I think you'll keep your promises, 
and as in my way, I try to keep mine. But let's get 
back to where we were. 

But now to go back to something - do you have absolute 
documentary proof - and, and I'm asking this for a 
reason because I know where you can get it - that 
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Ferrie was with Thompson and uh, 

Well, all I have is the knowledge when he was there. 
Well, all right - there is a television program - on 
one of the television stations in Miami the night or 
the afternoon that they were leaving Miami for 
Guatamala . 

Who was with Thompson? 

As I recall, there was four. Now I do know who paid 
for the whole trip. 

Do you care to say. 

An insurance company and 0" ! Rourke's old man, susposedly. 
Yeah, you know that part of the story - okay? 

Unhuh, I'll tell you, so far as I think that, ah, oh, 
that, ah, I don't really believe that Jerry was ever

Now, the first thing on the left is a Dallas police- 
man and

No - no, the first man, this is a shorter man but he's 

dressed rather roughly, but with the jacket on 

Yeah 

Do you know him? 

No 
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This Is the man who was large in front - you don't 
know any of those?

These are other views of the same man with a different 
face - the third man here in the background - you 
have any idea? 

Huhuh 

Okay - these also are these, the, you see where they 
are taken, there's the book depository. 

Oh yeah, I see it now. 

Here are different men - you see, it's also In the 
book depository background - how about this man, the 
latin looking man. 

I've seen him in Miami - I'd bet a million dollars on 
it ~ but I don't know who he is.

Keating, that never did show - never did come through 
because he never said a word about it. 

WEISBURG: Incidentally, and you may not want to talk about this - 

it's just coriosity nothing directly to do 

with this - do you have any idea who was feeding Keat- 
ing the stuff on the Cuban missle crisis? 

HALL : Oh 

WEISBURG: And if you want to know why I asked, I can tell you. 

HALL: Oh I have, I have, a good, good idea who it was, I ah - 

I ah, don't know who for sure but I have a good idea - 
it was the CIA. 

WEISBURG: Well, I don't think it was, I don't want to get into 

another disagreement with you, but I- I want to tell 
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you why I was asking the question for your own think- 
ing, I think the Castro people were trying to leak it 
to him. Well, let’s get hack to this thing. 

Well, it could be because, uh, they move In a strange 
way . 

Do I have to tell you how Cuban's keep secrets? 

Huhuh 

Well, let's get back to this business that Schiller was 
telling you about - did he tell you in what connection 
Garrison was investigating you? 

Ho, he just, he just said that there was a meeting in 
New York when Shaw and a couple of other guys was in 
New York - this could have been the two guys - 
Patrick - if it was Patrick, now I'm not saying it was. 
I understand 

If it was Patrick and Thomas this would have been an ' 
ideal . . . 

Thompson 

Thompson, this would have been an ideal time for them 
to have their meeting with the guy, with O'Rourke's 
father-in-law because I know O'Rourke was a phoney 
What would Shaw be doing there? 

Setting up a deal with them for a, for a, uh, ah, for 
a, uh, phoney for, a, for a, uh, what do you call it? 
Frame up 

Not a frame up but a Cover story. 

Right 

Huh 

I'm going to tell you this, If Garrison had any interes' 
in that, it's news to me. 

Well 

If you want me to get what you told me to him, I can 
do it and I will. 
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All right, because here's the thing on it, uh, I 
think I can, I always thought that dow deep, some- 
where 5 s, uh, I had something, somewhere that people 
have said to me - that really, that, I didn't want to 
think meant anything, but that it did. 

And now, if' you understand the context, when I come back 
Yeah, right 

See, didn't it occur to you that I'm not trying to foll- 
ow any special line of questioning, that we're just 
rambling because I think this is the best way for 
those things to come back and have meaning.

Because he's tried to run for governor, for senator, 
for the state of Nebraska, I mean state of Louisiana. 

I don't really think so, but go ahead, that's all right 
Oh yeah, why would he be doing all that... 

Because he believes it. 

Ah horse shit - I mean you got forty guys down there 
paying him all kinds of money, ah, to pull this jazz 
(unable to understand) 

Huh? 

(unable to understand) 

Well, sure he is and the ones that paying 
No, they're not paying him any money. The newspaper 
publicity ruined that, they all got afraid and he 
hasn't had any money coming in for months. Does the 
name Ibor City mean anything to you? 
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Who ? 

Ibor City - anything special happen in Ibor City 
that you might want to remember. Ibor in Florida? 

Was there a little guy by the name of Duncan who 
lived there? 

I’m ashing you, I don't want to put out any things 
I don't know.

Well, wait just a minute, It does in a way because we 
had talked to, uh, Duncan and some of the other guys 
about going in and pulling a raid In Georgia "out at 
Fort Benning where they carry all the, uh, 

You mean, to get some equip tment. 

Yeah, you know, you know, this is standard proceedure, 
steal Army equip tment. Hell, they've got it and we 
want it . 

Well, there is reason to believe that it happened down 
in, in Texas. 

Oh, we know it did. 

Really? 

Oh - ha, ha 

rteally know it did happen, or is all you have Is rumor 
We know, ho ho 

Care to tell me about it? 
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No, I don't want to carry 

You know there were people involved. . . 

I know there were quite a few people involved. 

Did that stuff ever really get out? 

Damm right it did. 

Didn't have anything to do with getting your boats in 
Dallas did it? 

I'm not saying a word, (laughter) No, I can tell you 

that there were 250 VAR's that was got out. 

Did they go to Mexico first, and then come back? 

They sure did.. 

(unable to understand) 

They went to Marharis, and from Marharis right, right 
into Cuba and they went into Orienta. 

But you see, I'm not asking leading questions. __ _____ 

I'm not asking questions, but I have a pretty good idea 
Yeah 

What the answers are, right 

Yeah - do you know where Marharis Island is at? 

No 

Well, it's off Yucitan. .. there ' s an island out there 
called Marharis. 

And it's a lot closer to Cuba than most people realize. 
Oh yes, 

It's really closer than most of Florida. 

Naw 

Most of Florida. 

Well, most of Florida, yeah 
Yeah, that's right, well 

This is something that a lot of people don't realize. 
Yeah, that's right, and there was a lot of activity 
down there, and something else those people don't 
realize, A1 , that Yucitan is in many ways close to 
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Independent of the Mexican Federal government. 

Hell yes , why we sat there and watched Cuban planes 
fly in, I mean fly in, we seen Gninese -gs u on board 

and we seen al’s, I mean Algerians get on board 

everything happened there in Yucitan. That's the 
God's honest truth. 

Oh yeah, it could happen there. How about a former 
coast guard boat about 180 feet long with no connection 
Oh ho, ho - I don’t know nothing about it. 

You know enough about it to smile. Okay 
I know what she stands for - about an hour and a half - 
I could never get within gun shot range of it. We had 
a little 37 footer that we had stripped, stripped the 
flying bridge off it, and that son bitch flat did no- 
thing but turn on - oh would it go. Oh, we would sit 
out there and have a ball - you know, make these Coast 
Guard ships chase us. 

How about a Coast Guard boat that wasn't a Coast Guard 
boat? Anymore... 

Oh, there was a bunch of those. 

Do you know any people that owned any of them? 

You know, you mentioned a guy's name last night that 
and I said I knew exactly who you were talking about... 
Yeah 

And I'm, I'm positive he's got one 

Your right, he does. I wasn't asking you a retorical 
question, I was asking if you knew about him - his 
name is Stockton. 

Yeah 

His name is Stockton and he's a clothing manufacturer 
Yeah 

Do you know the fellow that use to jockey the boat for 
him, a short kinda chunky fellow? 
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Real quiet, with dark eyes. 

Did he, did he run around with lesbian woman? 

He wouldn’t talk about that sort of thing. But I do 
know this, every once in a while, when the Coast Guard 
claimed rendevous out in the gulf with that boat, and 
he was ' good, friends of a, the, of the guy, the officer 
that was thrown out by the Coast Guard. - 
He either was, was a, there are two lesbian women there 
in Miami that are real good friends of Tony, a Tony 
Questa . 

Questa? 

Yeah, Tony 
Q-u-e-s-t-a? 

Yeah 

I’m not too familiar - I don't speak Spanish. 

So anyway, I was trying to get close to Tony and I 
knew that they knew him, you know, so I went through 
them to get to Tony, Christ, I got him the first day, 
an, uh, 1 know they were really good friends of Stock- 
ton, real good friends of Stockton. 

Yeah, now Stockton had another fellow who use to hawl 

around in . Ever hear of them. 

Huh? 

Stockton had a fellow who use to carry pills in big 
cannisters, and he use to do things like that - 
wholesaler. 

No, I didn't know. 

He, and I can't prove this, but the fellow who told me 
about his pill wholesaling also told me that he would 
carry women back and forth between San Antonio and 
either Dallas or Houston, I think Houston, but I'm not 
too sure of it. 
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No, I don't. 

It's been quite some time and my memory may be playing 
tricks on me. 

No, I don’t know anything about that at all, because 
really, the only thing I had to do with any pills at all 
was when we were inside Cuba, I took them. 

Look, one thing I think you should get straight on the 

tape, uh, the way it stands, unless I remember 

what we were talking about, it makes it look like 
doctors gave you bennies. 

Oh, they did. 

Okay, I just, I just didn't want to have that to be 
there and be wrong. 

Oh no , 

That's between you and... 

Oh no, in fact, in fact, I, uh, had uh, uh, great big 
morphine pills and everything else. 

Uh, uh, uh, uh, I don't really care about that. 

Well I did - if one of us got shot in the leg or some- 
thing, we didn't have nothing’ to take. 

Did you know Dr. Salivador Cells? 

Is he from Miami? 

No , he's from right around here __ . 

No, I don't know him. 

He's a Cuban doctor. 

No, I know several Cuban doctors around here, I 

know Dr. Del Hunko 

No, Dr. Salivador R. Colls. 

No, I don't. 

I don't know if that's his right name. I don't think 
it is, C-o-i-l-s isn't a Guban name. 

Oh, yes. 

Colls is? 
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Oh yesj. 

Okay - did you know Manny Tores? 

The name really doesn't strike 
Manuel Tores, called Manny 
Doesn ' t . . . 

Not closely related names, there were two brothers 
named Tores. 

They were never associated with me, as I recall. 

How about with Patrick - could they have been assoc- 
iated with him? 

Very, very well could have been - oh, wait a minute, 
was one of the, a, u'n, was one of them a kids, did. 
he run kinda YMGA thing. 

I don't know, Mr. Hall. 

A camp? 

Huh 

Run a camp for children? 

No, it's a YMGA over in East Los Angeles. 

I can't connect' this man with Los Angeles, Mr. Hall 

Oh 

I have reason to believe that he was in Dallas in 
November of 1963 
Tores . . . 

Tores, T-o-r-r-e-s 

Jesus, I would have known everyone that was, he met 
in 63. 

Do you think you know everybody who had anything to 
do with that epiletic fit? 

I'd almost bet that I did. 

Would you care to give me any hint? 

No 

Okay 

But I almost, I almost, when I looked at that 
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picture - and I said to myself, I know who s picture 
I’ve got to see, and I put the two pictures together 
and (bonk) you can just overlay it just like that. 

And that's only on Jerry 
Huh 

And that's only on Jerry from what you said. 

Yeah 

Well, I was talking about the others because no one 
man pulled that off, because it's too crazy. 

Well - who was with Jerry. 

I don’t know all the names, I’m hoping you’ll remember 
some . 

Ferrie and Thomas was with Jerry and so was 
Ferrie couldn't have been with him that day. I'm 
talking now about the 

Well, I'm saying who left with him. I know Thompson 
left with him and you're saying that Ferrie left with 
him. 

I'm saying Ferrie left the same time, Ferrie went on 
a commercial airline. 

Oh well, Thompson and I think a guy by the name of 
Collins, well, anyway, any one of the three could 
split an apple at 500 yards. 

But I'm not talking about 

And I do know Jerry was so mad at me, because I took 
his Johnson with a telescopic sight that a, he had 
threatened to come down and shot me and all this jazz. 
He also said some things about you that you might 
not like, if you heard them said outloud. 

Oh, I don't care. 

I presume that's not a secret from you anyway. 

Well no , 
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Well, what I was doing was trying to limit it to one 
very small part and very clever operation, the stag- 
ing of the epiletic fit. Now there were some Cubans 
around there, right at that time. 

Latins? 

I don't know if they were Cubans or not - drawing 
attention to the 
Oh, there was 

Yeah, and I thought this might be what you can cast 
some light on. ..I mean if you don’t know, just let me 
know 

No, I didn't know them, I didn't know them. Do you 
know the names of any of them? 

No I don't - that's what : I'm hoping you would have, 
that's why I was asking you if you might have known 
any of the people who might have been there. 

Because you see - Wally Welch had the names and address- 
es of a, uh, I think, in fact I know he did - he had 
the names and addresses of the Cubans that were there 
in Dallas that were really gun -ho . Now I don't think 
that, well, they might have because one of them was 
in the 2606 brigade. 

Find any of them working in the Parkland Hospital that 
you know of - as orderlies? 

No, not that I know of. 

Are there any of them that could have qualified as 
male practical nurses? That you know of? 

Yeah, I know of one. 

What is his name? 

Yeates . 

Yeates ? 

Unhuh 

He's not the name I know, I know of two other... 
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He's in oxygen, a special oxygen man. 

He's Cuban? 

Oh no , no 

He's a special oxygen man - what a interesting thing, 
do you realize that Mr. Kennedy had oxygen given to 
him in the emergency room? And there was a bullet 
found on the stretcher that couldn't possibly have... 
This is the reason I, this is something, this is one of 
the reasons, blew a hole in the whole story for me, uh, 

I can tell you the guys name, and please don't look 
into it - I mean, until I get out of here. 

All right. 

Because I, uh 

Will you do me a favor and let me know when you get 
out of here. 

Yeah, I will. 

My handwriting isn't very legible, but when I come back 
tomorrow afternoon, I'll bring you a typed piece of

I mean special oxygen man - not one of the guys that 
goes over and put's the mask on your face - he does 
all kinds of things with oxygen. 
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And this was one of the one's I wanted to check out if 
I ever had the money to he able to check out, because 
all you have to do is find out where he works, where 
he works, and if he was working the day of the assassin- 
ation.

Because some things happened in Dallas when I was there 
and, uh, I got real perturbed when the thing happened, 
in fact, I got up and was ready to leave when It was 
said. So the guy who was holding the meeting got up 
and said the same thing, and uh, and I'm almost posi- 
tive that when I left there - and this was clear back 
in May - and when I left there In October, I've bet 
money that I seen that guy walking up towards the 
elevator and if that's the case, uh, and if he got In 
contact with the man who made the statement, anything's 
possible. Because there was a §50,000 offer made. 
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;| 50,000 offer? 

Yeah 

For a hit? 

I'm not saying a thing. 

(unable to understand) 

And anyway, I say this, Lester Logue had nothing to 
do with it. 

(unable to understand) 

Yeah, and I was, I was ready to leave then and Logue 
got all shook up over the statement that he made and 
Do you blame him? 

He'll no, I don't blame him, hell no, and the guy was

Except when you went there with Jerry. I’m not asking 
you to remember things you don't remember but I'm 
Ho, those are the only two people - the only time I 
was ever In Miami and the only two places we stopped was 
Bartes and we talked right there in the laundry. 

You mean New Orleans. 

I mean New Orleans, we talked right there in the laundry 
and then we went right from the laundry right over to 
Labort's house. 

As i told, you yesterday , I asked you about Pena's bar, 
about why , uh Lee Oswald that had that 
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big drunkard. You don't get that sick from a glass of 
lemonade, and uh, this guy could walk all right, he 
gets a glass of lemonade and they don't know what 
lemonade was, so they took some flavoring, water, sugar 
and mixed it and charged him a quarter - he makes a 
big speech about capitolists plutocrats charging 25 ^ 
for lemonade and, can you think of anything else that 
would have attracted more attention to him. And all of 
a sudden he gets drunk and vomits all the way from the 
table out into the street and nobody forgot that at 
4 o'clock in the morning. Now Marina swore that there 
was only one night that he wasn't home and that was 
the night of August 9th and the morning of August 10th 
when he was in jail - so that couldn't have been 
Oswald. - so I'm very interested in finding out who 
it could have been, 

I don't know, because in August I was in California. 

No, I mean, had you heard stores - what it really 
amounts to Mr. Hall, have you ever heard anything that 
would make you think that anybody was counter-f iting 
Oswald. You wouldn't have known it was Oswald except 
what someone said. 

Huhuh 

Well, that was my interest. 

There were only two people that I knew of that, that 
could possibly, I mean even remotely possibly could 
have, uh, uh, that could have looked like Oswald and 
that would have been Sizemore 
Do you mean Seymour? 

Seymour and Yeates . 

Yeah 

The only two . 
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It wab in part, just before the assassination, these 
people were going around representing themselves as 
Oswald. One of them went to a Mureury-Lincoln place 
Yeah, I know all about it. 

Now you know if any man hadn't been about to get a 
drivers license, couldn't have done that. 

Yeah 

That was my interest in that. Ferrie had an strange 
thing, too . 

Ferrie? 

He had a young kid - he specialized in young boys 
(laugh) for what kind of training. 

All kinds, as a matter of fact, just so you understand 

me get a good education too. 

It is my understanding that Ferrie was a very brilliant 
man . 

Correct, he was. I have spoken to people who he had 
encouraged to get a good education, it wasn't all - but 

he had his own ideas, he use to train them, 

march them around, take pictures for kicks 
Well 

He was suspose to have been wounded In a plane crash 
when he was flying over Cuba. 

Oh, horseshit - you hear all kinds of those bull shit 
stories, just like the story, the story that O'Rourke 
got started out of, involved in Havana that time, the 
son of a bitch was In a hotel room In Miami at the 
time when the god damm thing took place. 

That's the safest place of all, isn't it? 

Christ — if you don't think it takes some tacohney 
to land in Cuba, I've got news for you, you're old ass 
hole is clear up to your mouth. 
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They don’t have any welcolming parties 

There's no welcoming parties over there saying welcome 

Charlie - we're glad to have you 

This is one of the things that Interests me very much 
in this operation of Richardo Davis, Because as you 
pointed out, the" last place in the world to train men 
for the invasion of Cuba is the Guatamalian jungles 
you’ve got to know how to land on the sea coast. 

Well 

Unless you're going to be dropped in the jungle for a 
different purpose. 

This is where, were, were going to take our people. 

You were going to take them there after you got there 
Huh 

You were going to take them Inland after you got there 
Oh yeah 

That's not the same as training them, uh, all I'm 
suggesting is that the one thing that makes sense out 
01 the whole operation Is that these men were not meant 
to make contact with others, that they were to live by 
themselves and not broadcast it 
Well - this is the height of everybody's thing 

to pur the _ on Castro. 

They almost got him once. 

Jeep? 

In the jeep, jeep 

I would just almost, I was just almost' certain we would 
have gotten him the last, if we could have gotten in 
You had that good a plan? 

Oh yeah, shit, I could have got right downtown Havana, 
right in the command car. We could have three command 

cars and a truck and we could have got every one of 
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our men right up - of course, most of us would have got 
wipped out fast. 

Do you know anybody who looks a lot like you and in 
the same business? 

No 

Anybody who could have passed himself off or tried to 
pass himself off as you by trying to grow the same 
kind of beard. 

Oh, it's possible, but I don't know any. I don't know 
of any reason why they should. 

Well, if we were to talk about the Sylvia Odio story 
that ...

ver T interesting for me to go with you for example, to 
go to Mrs. Odio ' s house and do an interview with her 
and not mention my name and see if she recognized me. 

Do you know what the FBI report said that you said? 

Uhhuh 

I told you yesterday that... 

Oh yes, that I knew but I lied. 

Oh no, no, no, no there were two reports, the first 
times he saw you was the ! 6 th of September. 

That's about right. 

And you know another funny thing, the commission never 
found out about that report of the 1 6th until the 22nd 
after they had seen the 21st and that report didn't 
reach them until November 8th, 

But it s on the Warren Report.

That's what It was. 

Well, uh, was it hard narcotics? 

Oh no . 

'fell, tnat s exactly what I want you to record, what 
was it - see, this Is giving you a chance to make a 
record . 

Well, what it was, when we go into Cuba - we have, uh, 
we have uh, no way of carring all of the arms and equipt 
ment and ammunatation and food in that we need... so 
what we would carry in was these rasins, Sunshine 
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raisins that come in little packages and that fills 
your stomach up and gives you energy. 

Got iron. 

And then we'd take the uh, benzadrine tablets to stay 
awake and keep going. 

Yeah. 

And that ' what we - and this Is what we take them in for 
Inc identially , did you know that Henry Waite also call- 
ed you a liar - you, you care to say if it was Henry 
Waite who told you that no charge against you for the 
pills . 

What? 

The FBI says that both you and Seymour that the 
charges were dropped. 

They were . 

That Henry Waite told you that the charges were dropped 
They were . 

And that he never saw you in his life. 

Well, he's a god damm liar. 

That's all I wanted to hear you say, because I knew it 
was true. I wrote him. 

He's a god damm liar, I'm sitting in the YMCA - I was 
in jail for a day and a half, and uh, I finial'ly got 
an attorney, I called an attorney, I called a friend of 
mine and my friend got an attorney, and the attorney 
came up and bailed me out, and as I recall it was a 
|250 bail - as I recall, now don't quote me on that. 
Well, that's not to material - he said it was a lot 
higher. 

Well, maybe it was, so anyway 
Was that Lester Logue? 

Was Lester - no, I'm not saying, who put it up, but anv 
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way, I 'went, I went to the lawyer's office and. the 
lawyer's office said to be sure and go to the EMC A 
immediately, that Lester Logue was waiting there for 
me - so I checked into the YMCA and we went out for 
lunch, and we stayed in the room and we never left 
the room all that day. 

I take it, that by we you mean you and Bill Seymour. 
Yeah, Bill Seymour, so then we went, uh, the next day 
we went to lunch and about, uh, about, uh, 2 o'clock 
In the afternoon, I guess it was, we got a telephone 
call from the attorney, and the attorney says Skip, 
let me talk to Lester Logue, so Lester Logue got on my 
telephone and Logue says Waite say's for you two 
characters to get, out of the state and be out of the 
state by midnight, and that was it.

Angeles and drove from Los Angeles back to Dallas, 
statched. the goods in Dallas, left Dallas and went on 
into Miami, got a safe house and went back to Dallas 
and got the goods and drove back to Miami. 

And then I think, I had better tell you it, that, the 
FBI puts that trip where you pick up the goods as your 
last trip - and not your next to the last trip, they

Yeah, I talked to Boh Morris and uh, he use to be, he 
is the only one that I talked to . 

Now the FBI report says that you were suspose to make 
arrangements for the boat in Dallas. 

Uhhuh 

Why was that? 

Well, we were trying to get a boat from Dallas. 

_raid? 

Yeah, trying to arrange a boat In Dallas so that we 
could take It down to the gulf and leave the gulf 
coast, because Miami was just hotter than hell. 

When did you start this 

Well, I got there in uh, in uh. ..the latter part of 
January . 

Well, when did it really get 

Well, it really started getting drafty in uh, In uh, 
about the latter part of September. 

Not a little bit earlier than that? 

Well, I wasn't there then. 

I'll tell you why I'm asking this so you'll know my 
own opinion - It began towards the end of July when 
the temperature went up. 

Well you see, I wasn't there in July, I was In Californ- 
ia . 

Yes 

I do know that, uh, that I couldn't make a move, I 

couldn't see a guy with a boat and Christ, the boat 

would be convisgated - I mean, just right now, I mean 

The way the FBI reports have it, I Interpret that 

someone in Dallas has, you expected someone in Dallas 

who had a boat to make It available for you on the 
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on the coast. 

Right 

Would you care to give me the name of the boat. 

No I wasn't, I mean, I'm not trying to he tough 
Well, Mr. Hall, to be perfectly frank with you, I think 
I have pictures of the boat - I'm jus o trying to get 
this straight for the record, and I'm not going to try 
and bug you - I think you will find out I'm not. 
Sure-sure 

You will realize. I'm talking time out of my way to make 
this record and. do what I can to save your interest 

you will find out I think you will find 

I have pictures. 

What was really pissed off that, uh, that the whole 
thing came out in the Warren Report the way it did. 

The way it did? 

If uh, if It has been reported or recorded properly, 

I would have absolutely nothing to say about it, do 
you follow me? 

I do. 

But this Brown is the biggest lying son of a bitch that 
God ever put a breath in. 

Don't you think some of us associated with it do... 

Oh yeah, and those characters in Dallas, Texas are 
something else - I mean, really, those characters are 
something else - they are, well, they're sick.

How long did you stay in Dallas, Texas?

The trip with, your own car. 

Uh, well the first trip. i 
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I had that the last trip. 

Well hell, I had my own car on every ;trip. 

'Well, that Is one of the interesting trips, they had 
you delivering a car from the E'^st coast to the West

They have you doing it. 

No, it was Howard , see, this is; what I mean, this is 
how screwed up they are.
